I have the pleasure of submitting the report for the 
year ending December 31, 1922. 

It is evident that some progress has been made dur- 
ing the year as we can still show an increased circu- 


oy! 


lation and a larger number of borrowers registered as 
well as a greater Reading Room attendance. 

An attempt was made to enlarge our field of use- 
fulness by the opening of a deposit station at the West 
Side schoolhouse, this was maintained during the first 
half of the year, since then many of the residents of 
that section have been regular borrowers from the 
main library. Books were also supplied to the Wau- 
keela, Wonalancet, and Pequawket Camps, as well as 
summer residents of Seuth Conway, Eaton, Intervale, 
and Ilona. 

Some work has been done on the reorganizing of the 
ecard catalogue, although progress is of necessity slow 
as the library has but one attendant and many de- 
mands. 

We are very grateful to the community of Conway 
for the gift of the latest edition of the New Interna- 
tional Encyclopedia, and especially to the Conway 
Woman’s Club at whose suggestion, and through 
_whose effort, the funds were secured that made the gift 
possible. The encyclopedia has been in constant use 
and is much appreciated. 

It is very necessary that some special provision be 
made for obtaining new books for the children’s de- 
partment. The proportion of our yearly appropria- 
tion that is used for this purpose is not sufficient to 
replace the books worn out each year, the larger por- 
tion of those now in use must soon be discarded, so it 
is clearly seen that unless such provision is made, this 
department, one of the most important, must cease 
to exist.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF, SCHOOLS 
To the School Board and Citizens of Conway: 


The past year has shown marked improvement in 
some of our schools and good work done in all of them. 
All of the teachers this year have had’ successful ex- 
perience and all of the grade teachers are normal grad- 
uates. One of the state officials remarked that some 
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of our teachers are as good as any to be found in the 
State. It is a matter of fact that pupils going to 
other and larger schools in the State have found that 
they rank among the first in these schools. It is a 
matter of pride to us that our schools are doing first- 
class work. The instruction is excellent and the 
discipline is good.

The Redstone pupils were conveyed during the fall 
term to the North Conway schools but it was thought 
best to open the school during the winter. As work is 
being resumed at Redstone it is thought that there will 
be enough pupils move in, to make an interesting and 
profitable school. i 
The work of the high schools is very much improved 
since the addition of an extra teacher in each school. 
This gives the teachers time to supervise the work of 
the pupils and aid them in acquiring right methods of 
study. I have asked the headmasters to make a brief 
report of the high schools and they will be included in 
this report. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION 


During the past year the children have been care- 
fully examined by the physicians of Conway and 
North Conway and where physical defects have been 
discovered the parents have received notice. This has 
resulted in the parents giving more attention to those 
defects which can be treated and there has been a 
marked improvement in the condition of the pupils. 
Whereas a large number of cases of defective vision 
were found in the upper grades when the inspection 
was first made, at the last inspection only a few cases 
were discovered in all the schools. A free clinic was 
held at Mountain View and a number of the children 
were treated. As a result of the Parent Citizens’ 
Teachers’ Association movement in North Conway a 
committee was elected to solicit funds for a clinic at 
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the Memorial Hospital. The committee met with a 
very generous response and a sum of over $200 was 
raised. During the Christmas vacation a number of 
children were treated but not as many presented them- 
selves for treatment as was expected. Probably the 
cold weather kept some from availing themselves of 
this opportunity. Efforts will be made for another 
clinic during the summer vacation. 

Seales for the weighing of the children are provided 
in each of the larger schools and the pupils are weigh- 
ed once each month and a list of the names and weight 
is posted in each room, together with the normal 
weight. This shows at a glance just what a child of 
normal development should weigh. If a pupil is below 
weight, or too fat, suggestions are made so that the 
pupiis and parents may have some directions in regard 
to proper diet, and exercise. In many cases where 
pupils are below normal it is found that improper food 
is the cause, and each pupil has a strong incentive to 
correct bad habits of eating and exercise. 


CRITICISM 


We often hear criticism of the schools and construc- 
tive criticism should always be welcome, as it may 
help to improve the work of the schools. One of the 
leading magazines published the following, ““Wise men 
are saying that the school of today has become our 
greatest, most tragic failure.” ‘‘What have you a right 
to ask of your schools?” “What should your child 
know and have, when he leaves school?” “Is it not 
something like this?” 

1. “He should know himself, his abilities, his fail- 
ures and his desires. 
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2. ‘He should know a trade or profession that will 
enable him to take an important place in the world 
and do worthy work. 

3. ‘He should know the world he is to live in, the 
people he is to live among, and the laws of life that 
govern both. : 

4. “He should know how to use himself and his 
work, to get from the world what he most wants, and 
to give the service for which he is fit in the place where 
it is most needed. 

5. “He should have a character founded on knowl- 
edge, brave, honest, fair, neither impudent nor cring- 
ing, and with an instinct for unselfish service.” 

If these are your expectations, let us study them and 
ask if it is fair to expect these results in Conway. 

The first proposition is fair—and the schools of 
Conway should measure up to this; and I believe they 
are doing so. But the second and fourth are totally 
unfair. These two requirements presume that the 
pupil be taught some trade or profession. Conway, as 
yet has taken no steps to give her pupils any instruc- 
tion in anything except on the cultural side. It is high 
time that a start be made in Manual and Domestic 
Arts. I respectfully urge you to make a beginning in 
this important work next school year. 


THE NEW HIGH SCHOOL AND ITS PROBLEMS 


During the coming year a radical change must be 
made in our high school work. The magnificent new 
building will be ready for occupancy at the beginning 
of the fallterm. We look forward to this event as one 
of the mile stones in the progress of this town. But 
there are perplexing problems to be worked out and 
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plans must be made for their solution. It will be 
possible now without additional expense to offer a 
broader choice in subjects, and with the equipment and 
larger corps of teachers, more special and individual. 
work can be done. A commercial course can now be 
offered and there is a strong demand for such a 
course. A course in Agriculture and one in Mechan- 
ics Art should be considered. A full and free discus- 
sion of these improvements should be had and the one 
that has the strongest claim for meeting the needs of 
this community should be adopted. Room and equip- 
ment is to be provided in the new building for Do- 
mestic Science. | 


REPAIRS 


The hall in the North Conway school house has been 
finished in steel, the steam equipment installed, the 
hall painted and the lights put in at a cost of $1,651.81. 

The school house at South Conway has been re- 
modeled and painted, a well dug and a pump put in at 
a cost of $697.99. 

Electric lights have been installed at the Conway 
school house at a cost of $175.14. A new cement walk 
has been laid. The latter was partially paid for with 
funds raised by the teacher and pupils of the eighth 
grade. The pupils in this room, under the leadership 
of Mrs. Bertha Audley, are raising more funds to ex- 
tend the walk to the side entrances. The grounds at 
North Conway have been graded and walks laid out. 
The work was under the direction of Headmaster Or- 
cutt and the boys of the school worked hard under his 
stimulating leadership. 

Most of the heavy repairs are now finished. It 
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may be necessary to remodel the school house at Green 
Hill, as the Chatham school in that neighborhood is 
now over-crowded and it may be necessary to open the 
school in that neighborhood. The Conway school 
house will have to be reshingled. The other repairs 
should be of minor importance. | 

In my opinion a ventilating system should be in- 
stalled in the North Conway school house. The four 
grade rooms have an average of about forty pupils to 
aroom. The only means of ventilation is by the win- 
dows and unless the teacher keeps her attention on 
the matter of ventilation, the pupils will suffer. Dur- 
ing this year an epidemic of “flu’”’ or colds has resulted 
in a great amount of absence and we were forced to 
close the school for a week. This matter of ventila- 
tion should receive the attention of the school authori- 
ties at once. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank you all for your kind 
help during the year. I know that we have made 
progress and that our schools are fully abreast of 
those in towns of our class. We must not be content 
with this, but work for still better results.

REPORT OF THE HEADMASTER OF THE 
NORTH CONWAY HIGH SCHOOL 
Mr. Llewellyn M. Felch, 
Superintendent of Schools. 
Dear Sir:-= 
I herewith present my third annual report as Head- 
master of the North Conway High School. 
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REGISTRATION AND ATTENDANCE 


School opened with an enrollment of 53. Since that 
time three have left school, one to go to work; one 
because of moving out of town; and one because of ill 
health. 

The attendance for the fall term was 97. Since the 
beginning of the winter term there has been a decrease 
due to there being so much illness in the way of bad 
colds. At the present time the attendance is normal 
and providing there is not another epidemic, it may 
safely be predicted that the year’s attendance will 
compare favorably with that of last year which was 
97.797. 


ATHLETICS 


The boys won the County Championship in both 
baseball and track last year. They lost out for the 
chaimpionship in basket ball after being forced to play 
off a tie game with Madison. Only one game of this 
year’s basket ball series has as yet been played. The 
local team was victorious in this game and we have 
every reason to believe that the championship this 
year is coming to us. Should this prove true the team 
will be sent to Durham to compete for the state cham- 
pionship. The girls also have a very good basket bal! 
team. The boys ought to win the championship in 
baseball again this year as they have lost only one 
member of last year’s team. 


SCHOOL AND HOME STUDY 


Due to there being an extra teacher on the teaching 
staff this year, it gives more opportunity for super- 
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vised study. In spite of this fact no student has ample 
time to prepare all his subject matter in school. There 
has been an improvement in the way of home work 
but as yet there is not a sufficient amount of it being 
done. Parents should co-operate with the teachers in 
this respect and insist upon their boy or girl doing 
at least two hours of home study each day. I think 
that the standard of work in the various classes, how- 
ever, is superior to that of last year. The students 
are realizing more and more that the school room is a 
place of business where hard work is necessary for 
success. I feel certain that the scholastic standing of 
the students will compare favorably with those of 
Conway upon entering the consolidated school. The 
general attitude of each student on the whole is very 
good. Discipline is a matter now which requires 
practically no attention on the part of the teachers. 


NEEDS OF THE SCHOOL 


The school grounds which were graded last fall will 
need some additional attention in the spring. ‘The 
driveways and walks have been laid out and graveled. 
All that is needed now to give the place a pleasing 
appearance is a few more loads of loam and the appli- 
cation of a few pounds of grass seed. This would 
have been done last fall had it not been for the coming 
of cold weather. 

In closing I wish to express my thanks to the teach- 
ers for their fine spirit of co-operation. I also appre- 
ciate the advice of the Superintendent and the support 
of the School Committee. I should also like to take 
this opportunity to extend my appreciation to the citi- 
zens of the community who have as a whole shown a 
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whole-hearted interest and splendid spirit of co- 
cperation in all my work during the three years that 


1 have had the pleasure of being with them.

REPORT OF THE HEADMASTER OF CONWAY 
HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The Conway High School opened the year with a 
total enrollment of 54, compared with 46 of the last 
year. There were 31 girls and 23 boys. Four pupils 
have dropped since that time, one on account of ill 
health, and three because of changed family condi- 
tions. All but four of the pupils of last year returned 
this year. The families of three of these pupils moved 
away from Conway. 

The per cent. of attendance for the fall term which 
was 94, compares favorably with that of the previous 
years. There were twelve pupils who were neither 
absent nor tardy for the fall term. 

The Conway High School Athletic Association has 
tended to increase the spirit and organization of the 
school. It seemed unwise to try to develop a football 
team last Fall with the light material available. This 
winter a basket ball team has been formed and should 
give a good account of itself before the season closes. 
In the spring a baseball team will be organized. The 
interest in athletics has tended to keep the scholar- 
ship up well, since no one is allowed to represent the 
school whose scholastic standing does not meet the re- 
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quirements of the Eligibility Rules adopted by the 
Headmasters’ Association in August, 1922. 

The aim of the work taken up has been to follow 
the Standard Program of Studies for Secondary 
Schools of New Hampshire. In order to carry out this 
work successfully, the parents’ co-operation with the 
teachers is essential, especially in insisting upon more 
outside study from their children. 

While it was difficult at first for teachers and pupils 
alike, because of the absence of old instructors, a new 
foundation of work had to be laid, I feel that progress 
has come with mutual understanding. I wish to thank 
the Superintendent, Mr. Prescott, and the citizens of 
Conway for their kind help and interest in the schools.

REPORT OF MUSIC TEACHER 


Mr... MoM. Feich, 
Supt. of Schools. 


Dear Sir.—I herewith submit my first report as su- 
pervisor of music in the Conway schools. 

The musical education of every child should begin 
with singing. It is desirable, first, to create in the 
child a love for music and a desire to sing. Through 
Rote songs, which form the basis of music teaching in 
the lower grades, the child is given musical experience 
and the means of self-expression through songs that 
he loves. He is taught to listen carefully and to ex- 
press accurately what he hears, to sing with a light, 
pure head tone. 

In these grades a seating plan has been evolved, 
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based on the aural perception of each child. Those 
children who can sing are seated in the rear. Those 
whose sense of pitch is latent in front of them, with 
the children deficient in pitch in the front rows. This 
plan is an aid to both teacher and pupil. 

Beginning with the fourth grade less attention is 
given to Rote singing and more to the systematic study 
of the time, tune and theory problems peculiar to each 
grade. Music, although an emotional subject and a 
spiritualizing force, requires for the mastery of its 
fundamentals, intellectual effort parallel to that re- 
quired for algebra. 

Individual singing is of paramount importance. It 
helps the child to gain independence, concentration, 
self-control, and gives him a sense of responsibility. 

Voices are tested in the High schools, and in the 
grades at the introduction of two-part singing. Two 
part singing is introduced by the singing of rounds. 

The students at the North Conway High School 
formed an orchestra last term. More recently one has 
been organized at Conway. It is hoped these two 
organizations may form the nucleus for a larger or- 
chestra another year. 

Progress is being made in all the schools, and I wish 
to take this opportunity for thanking the Superintend- 
ent and teachers for. their support and co-operation.
